The  whole  expanse  is  flooded  with  golden  sunlight. 
To  the  left  the  blue  waters  are  seen  advancing  in  gentle 
waves  ;  to  the  right  a  rocky  shore  is  faintly  indicated,  and 
the  distant  cliffs  are  only  just  perceptible.
